NIGEL Adkins was relieved to see his 
Saints side continue their perfect start to 
the season with a hard fought victory 
against Millwall at St Mary’s. 

If the win over Ipswich last Tuesday 
night was all about attacking flair, the 1- 
0 victory against Millwall was about grit 
and determination. 

That was much to the delight of Saints 
boss Adkins. 

He said: “It was a good three points 
and what a hard game it was. 

“We knew it would be because Kenny 
Jackett’s teams are always very compet¬ 
itive but I thought we played really good 
football for the first 20 minutes but when 
we look at it all the energy’s been 
drained out of us I think.

Bouazza found himself with time 
and space to have a shot from 
inside the area but fired when he 
should have done better. 

Robinson was shown a yellow 
card for a foul on Do Prado. 

Millwall made their final switch 
with Chris Hackett replacing 
Bouazza. 

It was beginning to look as 
though it might be a bit of a tense 
finish for Saints. 

Both sides were struggling to 
find much fluency and you expect¬ 
ed the final minutes of the game to 
probably see an aerial assault on 
the Saints defence as Millwall 
push forward. 

When the fourth official held up 
the board it showed four minutes 
of stoppage time for Saints to try 
and hold on for. 

They actually managed to do it 
with relative ease compared to 
much of the second half and 
proved they are not just all about 
attacking flair but have defensive 
steel when required as well.

Players get a kick out of tournament

A LOCAL company’s foot¬ 
ball tournament has been

One parent said: “I am the 
biggest critic when it comes 
to coaching in this country 
but I have to say this is bril¬ 
liant. 

Read and react 

“It really teaches players 
how to read and react with¬ 
in the game.” 

Former Saints keeper 
Keith Granger, from TFG, 
added: “At a recent under- 
12 ‘11 v 11’ tournament two 
players were analysed for 
six minutes and they had a 


total of five touches of the 
ball between them! 

“The average amount of 
touches each player had 
during our six minutes 
games was in excess of 70 
each - just imagine how 
many decisions they had to 
make and how many situa¬ 
tions the players were put 
into to learn, it was reward¬ 
ing to see.” 

Granger said: “We played 
this 3 v 3 event with a secret 
twist which challenged the 
players/managers alike to 
solve problems within the 
game. 

“We have already had a 
massive interest into our 
next festival which will 


have a different theme to 
encourage players to play 
with individuality and flare 
whilst reducing the pres¬ 
sure so players can play 
with ‘No Fear’ of making 
mistakes. 

“We have been 
approached by several pr 
clubs who have shown an 
interest in taking part in a 
similar event in the future 
which may run parallel to 
the grassroot clubs. 

“This will give the grass- 
root clubs a chance to see 
what the pros do as well as 
giving the professional 
clubs an opportunity to run 
their eyes over the local tal¬ 
ent at the same time.”

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You say many things about fol¬ 
lowing Saints, but you can’t 
say it’s boring. 

After a start to the season that can 
only be described as sensational, 
Saints are absolutely flying and 
playing the best football many a 
generation has seen. 

A good friend of mine, Janet 
Formby, who has followed Saints 
home and away religiously for 
years, told me this was the best 
Saints side she’d seen since the 
days of Keegan and Channon. 

From someone like her, that’s a 
huge compliment. 

Saints have dumfounded even the 
most determined cynics. 

A 3-1 win at home to highly fan¬ 
cied Leeds, a win at Barnsley fol¬ 
lowed by a superb 5-2 win against 
another highly fancied Ipswich side 
has seen Saints sit proudly, and 
deservedly, at the top of the 
Championship. 

I’ve said it before but the 
Championship is going to be the 
league to watch this year, unpre¬ 
dictable, competitive and utterly 
compulsive viewing. 

Wednesday’s results showed that 
with Cardiff losing 3-1 at home to 
promoted Brighton and Leicester 
losing to a Bristol City side that had 
yet to gain a point.

Burnley are reported to have 
turned down a Saints approach for 
Jay Rodriguez and the rumoured 
transfer fee was in excess of £5mil- 
lion. 

That’s a fee I just can’t see chair¬ 
man Nicola Cortese paying. 

Saints’ bright, free-scoring start 
to the season means that a new 
striker would be nice but not exact¬ 
ly essential. 

It means Burnley have to be con¬ 
tending for a play-off place at least, 
otherwise Rodriguez’s future there 
may be somewhat uncertain. 

There’s nothing that drives the 
price of a footballer down more 
than a club that doesn’t need them 
desperately and Rodriguez would 
be a nice addition but not absolute¬ 
ly necessary. 

The team we have would appear 
to be on fire and, without getting 
carried away, you’d have to fancy 
our chances of doing what Norwich 
did last season and gain successive 
promotions. 

Whilst we’re flying high and look¬ 
ing impressive, there’s always the 
worry that in getting promoted so 
quickly you don’t have the time to 
settle and grow. 

Though that’s certainly an issue, 
this is a team that’s obviously being 


trusted to a long term future with 
Dan Harding now securing a con¬ 
tract until 2014. 

As Lambert himself said recently: 
“We have been playing together for 
two to three years 
now and know each 
other inside out. 

“We have some¬ 
thing special here.” 

He appears to be 
absolutely right. 

Another interest¬ 
ing thing about 
Saints is the 
amount of English 
players in the 
squad. 

Only nine out of 
the first team 
squad of about 30 
are not English and that’s quite 
impressive. 

Not impressive in some jingoistic, 
chest-thumping way but impres¬ 


sive in so much as the squad we 
have has some identity within the 
local population. 

Young English footballers suc¬ 
cessfully playing the game the way 
it should be can 
only be good for 
football in this 
country. 

It begs the 
question: where 
does this all 
lead? 

It’s all too 
tempting to get 
over-excited by 
this, but then it’s 
even easier to 
deliberately not 
get excited by it 
and desperately 
try and stay grounded.... but why 
should we? 

After years of what can only be 
described as hell, Southampton FC 


is on the rise. 

We have one of the very best foot¬ 
balling academies in the country, a 
fine ground, a no nonsense chair¬ 
man that seems to be able to do no 
wrong, all topped with as fine a 
squad has we’ve had in recent 
memory. 

Why shouldn’t we get excited? 

Why shouldn’t we look forward 
rather than backwards? 

We’ve probably suffered more 
than most fans over the last five 
years. We’ve earned the right to 
enjoy the good times that seem to 
be heading our way. 

The truth about football is that 
believing we can do something spe¬ 
cial won’t somehow jinx it. 

No matter how superstitious we 
may be, belief never hurt anyone 
and there’s nothing wrong with a 
little hope.... 

And there’s a lot of hope at St 
Mary’s at the moment.

TO score on your debut 
for your new club is the 
perfect start to a new 
career. 

And the Premier League’s 
opening weekend saw a num¬ 
ber of players making an 
instant impact with the sup¬ 
porters.

to find the back of the net.

So, they would have been 
encouraged by such a quick 
start this time round, winning 
2-1 at the Hawthorns. 

The player to make the 
biggest impact on his debut 
during the opening weekend 
has to be the outstanding 
Sergio Aguero.

Tiger’s dreams 


burn less bright 


THESE are words Adam Rant 
thought he would never find him¬ 
self writing, certainly not for many 
years anyway... 

... You do wonder whether Tiger 
Woods is ever going to get his 
form back. 

Arguably the greatest golfer 
of all time totally tanked it at 
the USPGA 
Championship 
last week and 
failed to 
make the 
cut. 

Sure, he 
is still 
coming 
back from 
injury and any¬ 
body who has had 
serious knee problems knows 
how hard they can be to put right. 

But even so, it is a surprise. 

Woods’ off-the-course antics 
obviously caught up with him and 
injury has played a big part. 

Can he get it back, though? 

If you’d have asked me even at 
the moment Tiger’s world was 
totally collapsing around him, the 
answer would have been that he 
definitely would. 

Ask now, though, and the 
answer would be far less cer¬ 
tain. 


Arsene 

IT FEELS as if the next week and a 


half could be a crossroads moment 
for Arsenal and, in particular, 
long-serving manager Arsene 
Wenger. 

The pressure has increased on 
him after six trophy-less years 
and an apparent reluctance to 
splash the cash to try and rectify 
that in the most obvious way. 

But now, having lost their talis¬ 
man, Cesc Fabregas, and seem¬ 
ingly on the verge of selling one 
of their chief creative talents, 
Samir Nasri, something needs 
to happen quickly before the 
transfer window shuts at the 
end of the month. 

Most Arsenal fans love 
Wenger. 

Most neutrals love him. 

His brand of football is a joy 
to watch, attacking, positive, 
slick passing. 

It is the very essence of the 
beautiful game. 

People will pay good money 
to see his sides play. 

Wenger also has strong prin¬ 
ciples on developing young talent 
in the right way, of not over¬ 
spending in the transfer market. 

But, as patient as the Gunners 
fans are, there is a time when foot¬ 


feels the heat 


balling emotion will triumph over 
philosophical logic. That moment 
is fast approaching. 

No matter how great he is, 
Wenger needs to deliver a trophy. 

Or at least show that the 
Gunners are on the verge of chal¬ 
lenging for the Premier League 
title. 

Without it, even he may end up 
on the receiving end of football’s 
harshest treatment - a mutiny 
from some of the fans and, as 
unthinkable as it is at Arsenal, 
either losing his job or being shuf¬ 
fled sideways away from the 
dugout. 

Terrific football 

Most fair-minded people would 
admire Wenger and the way he 
generally goes about doing things 
and wish that he would avoid that 
fate. 

Most neutrals would love to see 
Arsenal up there challenging for 
the title, because that means there 
would be some really terrific foot¬ 
ball being played. 

That’s the only way they know of 
winning. 

But for that to happen now 
Wenger simply has to spend some 


serious money, 

His prudence may have helped 
finance the move to the Emirates, 
which is a massive legacy for the 
club. He may have been steadfast 
in his defiance over inflated trans¬ 
fer fees. 

But he might be about to cut off 
his nose to spite his face because if 
he doesn’t deliver he could be star¬ 
ing an unpalatable reckoning 
square in the eye. 

There is no way that you could 
honestly fancy Arsenal to chal¬ 
lenge for the title with the squad 
they have now, even more so if 
Nasri completes his move to 
Manchester City. 

They will do well to hold on to 
fourth place. That will simply not 
be good enough. 

Wenger’s good points have 
always been thrust forward as a 
mask for some of the problems he 
has failed to rectify over the past 
few years and which have cost 
them - needing a better goalkeep¬ 
er, better central defenders, a 
strong anchorman in midfield, 
another goalscorer. 

For Wenger, now is the time to 
deliver these things. If he doesn’t, 
then he risks time being called on 
him. 



SAINTS fans should take a 
moment to enjoy what is current¬ 
ly happening on the pitch at their 
club. 

At the time of writing, they have 
made the perfect start to life in the 
Championship with three league wins 
on the spin. 

With the stunning run-in at the end 
of the last campaign and electrifying 
start to this, records are being broken 
so thick and fast it’s hard to keep up 
with them. 

It’s the stuff of dreams for Saints sup¬ 
porters and they simply must make 
sure they enjoy it while it lasts. 

The players may, of course, continue 
this brilliant form which would see 
them promoted to the Premier League 
at the end of the season. 

But football rarely works in such 
wondrous ways, especially when it 
comes to the Championship. 

Even if Saints do have a remarkably 
good season, it’s hard to imagine it 
being quite like this the whole way 
through. 

Nigel Adkins was trying to make that

exact point after Tuesday’s 5-2 win over 
Ipswich. 

His message was pretty clear - this is bril¬ 
liant and long may it continue but, in reali¬ 
ty, in a league that is so competitive as the 
Championship, there are likely to be some 
tougher days to come. 

So let’s remember these happy days when 


we have the low ones. 

The chances are that injuries and suspen¬ 
sions will hit at some point, that a few teams 
will just play really well against Saints 
because many sides have an abundance of 
quality at this level, that Saints’ momentum 
may just run out for a while, that they could 
be worked out. 


You would not be surprised if every team 
in the division - even the one that ends up 
winning the title - has a run of three games 
where they just cannot win, struggle to 
score, suddenly start to doubt themselves a 
little. 

It’s the nature of a division one step away 
from Premier League football. 


To think Saints will be immune is very 
optimistic. 

Maybe they will, though. We all hope so. 

But let’s smell the roses at the moment 
and remember these happy feelings football 
can bring you and make the most of them, 
because this game has a habit of kicking 
you up the bum.

A collection of youngsters 
I’ve probably never heard of 
and some expensive signings 
that struggle to get a look-in 
at Anfield due to the size of 
the club’s squad.

No, not the Sheffield 
United boss but the Scottish 
international who cost 
Liverpool £2m but has only 
played two Premiership 
games. Though that is still 
two more than £2.3m goal¬ 
keeper Jones. 

All those five players 
appeared for Liverpool in the 
club’s sole Carling Cup tie of 
last season, a humiliating 
Anfield loss to League 2 
Northampton. 

There were others I had 
heard of - Ryan Babel (cost 
£11.5m), Lucas (£5m), Daniel 
Agger (another £5m). 

The subs bench was full of 
youngsters, including Paul 
Ince’s son, Tom, and Jonjo 
Shelvey. 

Tom Ince recently joined 
Blackpool, no doubt frustrat¬ 
ed at a lack of chances at the 
club his dad once played for. 

Shelvey, Saints fans might 
remember, was a star per¬ 
former for Charlton in the 
2009/10 League One season 
prior to joining Liverpool for 
around £1.7m. 

In all, the squad Roy 
Hodson saw humbled by 
Northampton cost a succes¬ 
sion of Liverpool managers 
around £30m.

Now don’t get me wrong, 
I’m delighted we’ve got 
Liverpool. Better their sec¬ 
ond string than Barnsley 
away or someone like that. 

But it won’t be the same as 
playing their first team, and 
we all know that. 

It wasn’t always like this, of 
course. 

Once upon a time, the 
biggest clubs in the country 
fielded their first choice 
teams against lower division 
opposition. 

When we played Liverpool 


in 1981, in a two-legged 
League Cup tie, the Reds 
were the reigning European 
Cup holders. 

For the first leg at Anfield, 
they fielded their entire first 
team, bar one. 

All the legends were there - 
Neal, Thompson, Dalglish, 
Souness, etc. 

Gangly 

The only non regular at the 
time who faced Exeter back 
in October 1981 was a tall, 
gangly Welshman called Ian 
Rush, and he didn’t turn out 
to be a bad player either. 

Rush promptly scored 
twice - his first ever senior 
Liverpool goals - in a 5-0 win. 

Despite the tie being 
patently over at the halfway 
stage, then Red boss Bob 


Paisley obviously had no 
intentions of fielding a much 
changed side for the second 
leg in Devon. 

None of this squad rotation 
malarkey, he promptly field¬ 
ed eight of the 11 players who 
had appeared at home to 
Manchester United four days 
earlier. 

I repeat, this for a game 
where Liverpool started with 
a 5-0 lead against a third divi¬ 
sion club. 

Rush was again given a 
start - and again he scored 
twice - while Ronnie Whelan 
and Kevin Sheedy were also 
included. 

Whelan went on to become 
a regular in the great 
Liverpool sides of the 1980s 
while Sheedy joined Everton 
the following year and was 
instrumental in them win¬ 


ning two League titles and 
the European Cup Winners 
Cup within a few years. 

Will Nathan Eccleston and 
Danny Wilson go on to enjoy 
such celebrated careers? 

Anyway, despite the five- 
goal deficit, almost 12,000 
turned up at Exeter to see the 
European kings drub us 
again, this time 6-0. 

An 11-0 aggregate thrash¬ 
ing was a new League Cup 
aggregate record defeat. 

A few years later Aston 
Villa beat it, in terms of goals 
scored, with a 12-2 two- 
legged victory over ... yep, 
Exeter City. 

What fun we had being 
turned over by top teams in 
the 1980s. 

Still, for me and my friends 
it was a great experience see¬ 
ing the likes of Kenny

But I can see why they do it, and 
of course I understand it. 

The League Cup is a great com¬ 
petition for the hkes of Arsene 
Wenger to send out a youthful XI. 

Those sort of games give him 


the chance to blood youngsters in 
a competitive environment. 

No doubt Alex Chamberlain 
wih get a run-out when Arsenal 
enter this season’s Carhng Cup. 

And given the size of the squads 
our top clubs have stockpiled, if 
they didn’t use squad rotation for 
the Carling Cup and FA Cup 
third round ties, then some play¬ 
ers wouldn’t get any first team 
action all season.

Like many young boys, Dave Roberts 
was an avid collector-cum-hoarder of vari¬ 
ous items - everything from fossils to mar¬ 
bles - though eventually he realised his 
true love was football programmes. 

Having started his collection early (he 
attended his first match in September 
1964), Dave assembled more than 1,100 
different programmes, a voluminous pile 
which afforded him the opportunity to re¬ 
live games and recall specific milestones 
as he grew up. 

As they reach middle age, most blokes 
lucky enough to have retained the equiva¬ 
lent of almost 50 years’ worth of football 
programmes would tend to declare, wrap 
them in plastic and find them a permanent 
space in the loft. 

Not Dave Roberts. 

When he and his wife decided to move 
to the US, he understood - mistakenly - 
that his valuable anthology of football his¬ 
tory would, naturally, be making the jour¬ 
ney too. But Mrs R had other ideas and so 
Dave had to reduce his collection from 
1,134 to just 31 - enough to fit into a 
Tupperware box. 

This hugely enjoyable, occasionally 
poignant, book tells how the author must 



jettison more than 1,100 individual memo¬ 
ries and leave behind an integral part of 
his footballing recollections. Women can 
be so cruel - or practical, depending upon 
your point of view. 

The wonderful series of tales explain 
why every one of the 31 programmes 
made it into the box; each is infused with 
a mixture of touching reminiscence or 
laugh-out-loud anecdote. 

For anyone who has ever started a pro¬ 
gramme collection only to lapse after a 
few seasons, it’s easy to understand why 
it was so difficult for Dave to leave such a 
huge part of himself behind as he headed 
west. 

But why is his book called 32 
Programmes? 

It transpires that Dave surreptitiously 
added one since moving: “which means 
more to me than any other”, he writes. 

It would be criminal to reveal which of 
the 32 that is, but it’s well worth reading 
this excellent book to discover their identi¬ 
ty and to find out what happened to the 
‘other’ 1,100 programmes.

SAINTS legends Terry 
Paine, Matt Le Ussier, 
Mike Channon and Alan 
Ball all waited until 
after they’d finished 
their glittering careers 
to do it.

when Walcott was asked if 
he wanted to write the 
book. 

Anyway, the blurb insists 
it’s been “a meteoric rise 
for a boy from a small vil¬ 
lage who only started play¬ 
ing football at the age of 
ten” and that much is true. 

Within six years, Walcott 
had entered the Saints 
record books as the club’s 
youngest ever player aged 
just 16 years and 143 days 
old. 

That beat Wallace’s 
record of 16 years and 314 
days set in 1980. 

He was to score on his 
first start, at Leeds in 
October 2005, and also net¬ 
ted on his second and third 
starts too. 

He was showing the speed 
which has seen his best 
100m sprint timed at 10.3 
seconds - faster than the 
female world record holder 
Florence Griffith-Joyner 
(10.49 seconds). 

Usain Bolt’s World record 
is 9.58 seconds.

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Liam Brady no doubt 
was quick to tell Arsene 
Wenger all about the 
lightning quick winger, 
then just 15 but playing 
a starring role in an 
under-18 competition. 

And the end result was 
that Walcott moved to 
the Emirates Stadium 
around 12 months later, 
in a deal eventually 
worth £9.1m to Saints. 

The book contains 
numerous fascinating 
insights into life at St 
Mary’s in 2005. 

Such as the time then 
chairman Rupert Lowe 
stunned the football - 
and rugby union - 
worlds by appointing Sir 
Clive Woodward to the 
coaching staff. 

Woodward then 

brought in the outspo¬ 
ken Brazilian Soccer 
Schools chief Simon 
Clifford. 

Top dogs 

Walcott writes: 

“Clifford saw himself as 
a football revolutionary. 

“Apparently, Sir Clive 
and Rupert Lowe had 
introduced him to the 
staff as ‘the best soccer 
coach in the world’. 
They were going to 
change football, they 
said, and mount a chal¬ 
lenge to Jose Mourinho 
and Chelsea, who were 
top dogs at the time. 

“By introducing new 
training regimes and 
specialist coaches, 
which would see players 
work much harder on 
their individual skills, 
they believed they could 
take Southampton back 
to the Premier League. 

“Sir Clive was diplo¬ 
matic and respectful 
towards Harry 

(Redknapp) but Clifford 
seemed much more 
impatient. It appears he 
had thought he and Sir 
Clive were going to be 
running the club and he 
was furious when he 
was prevented from 
working with the senior 
players. 

“Sir Clive and Clifford 
had radical ideas about 
the training routines.

Derby put three goals 
past struggling 
Doncaster at Pride Park 
to maintain their 100 per 
cent start to the season. 

Keeping a clean sheet 
in the process, the 
Rams were comfortable 
winners with Kevin 
Kilbane scoring early on 
and Steve and Ben 
Davies adding further 
goals after the break. 

Brighton’s hopes of 


emulating Saints’ four 
wins in a row were 
ended by a Kevin 
Phillips brace as 
Blackpool came from 
behind to draw 2-2 at 
the Amex Stadium. 

Craig Mackail-Smith 
(29) and Ashley Barnes 
(50) put Brighton 2-0 
ahead, only for Phillips 
(60 and 90) to peg them 
back. 

Crystal Palace won 
their first game on the 
road since October last 
year as James Chester 
put through his own 
goal in a 1-0 win at Hull, 
while Rob Earnshaw 
cancelled out Charlie 
Austin’s opener as 
Cardiff drew 1-1 at 
Burnley.

THE six medals won at the London 2012 
sailing test event meant Great Britain 
ruled the waves in Weymouth - and 
Olympic team manager Stephen Park is 
adamant it will only get better next year. 

The 16-strong British team topped the medal 
table at the Weymouth and Portland 
International Regatta, one ahead of the 
Netherlands, with the six medals consisting of 
one gold, three silvers and two bronzes, writes 
BEN BAKER. 

Three-time Olympic champion Ben Ainslie, 
based in Lymington, was the pick of the bunch 
claiming Finn gold 31 points ahead of his 
nearest rival and seemingly already suggest¬ 
ing a fourth Olympic title is his to lose. 

Equally as impressive was Saskia Clark and 
Hannah Mills’ silver in the 470 - having only 
teamed up in February they even shared the 
lead with Japan going into the all-important 
medal race. 

Reigning Olympic and world champions in 
the Star, Southampton’s Iain Percy and 
Andrew Simpson, also finished second as did 
windsurfer Nick Dempsey - just one 
point behind Holland’s Dorian van 
Rijsselberge. 

Another reigning Olympic 
gold medallist Paul Goodison 
and women’s windsurfer 
Bryony Shaw took the 
bronzes as Britain won the 
same number of medals as 
they did at the Beijing 
Games in 2008. 

However, four on that 
occasion were gold and not 
one - but Olympic team 
manager Park is adamant 
the team is well on course 
to contribute heavily to 
Britain’s overall medal tally 
next year. 

“I am happy with the per¬ 
formance of the team - the aim 
was to come away with 
medals so to get six leaves us in a 
strong position going forward to 
2012,” said Park. 


Unusual 


“From a squad perspective we were hoping 
that everyone would be in a good position to 
challenge and we did that in most of the fleets. 

“In one or two we did not manage that but 
that was unusual for some of those sailors and 
we are quite confident that we will be in a 
position of having ten competitive events next 
year. 

“And if we can win six medals to help Team 
GB have a great finishing position on the 
medal tally then we will be happy with that. 

“Of course we would rather one or two of 
them are shinier than the test event but that 
just gives us something to work on over the 
next 12 months.” 

In the case of Ainslie, Britain’s Olympic 
selectors may already have their mind made 
up. But Park insists December’s World 
Championships, which will involve more than 
one crew per country, will also play a vital 
role in determining the 2012 team. 

“Now we have got other events coming for¬ 
ward that will input into the selection for the 
2012 Games and I dare say the sailors that per¬ 
formed well at the test event will hope selec¬ 
tors bare those results in mind,” said Park. 

“The worlds will be a fantastic event, it will 
be the biggest event in terms of number of 
participants in the four year cycle, and a num¬ 
ber of our sailors will be looking to seal their 
place for 2012 there. 

“Going into that event we will hope to come 
away with four or five medals across the 
events.”

The duo suffered a broken mast, snapped 
rigging and a hole in their boat last week and 
said this event was the last time they would 
race the boat which they won Olympic gold 
in. 


Percy added: “The boat has done us proud - 
she’s won us the Worlds and the Olympics 
but she’s a bit on her last legs with the mast 
breakage and the boat falling to bits, but she 
got through in the end. 

“She’s creaking and groaning a bit at the 
moment and she wants to retire.” 

Simpson, 34, of Sherborne, took his 13- 


month-old son Freddie onto the podium with 
him. Freddie amused the crowd by clapping 
along as his dad was presented with his 
medal. 

Simpson said: “It was a good day although 
we had a really tough regatta. 

“It was really important to win, we had a 
few problems in the beginning which we had 
to fight back from and it was really hard to 
catch up. But it was important to win, it 
scares people. 

“It’s really important psychologically to 
never be perceived as giving up and to always 
keep trying and see it through.” 

He described the cheers from the Nothe 
crowd as ‘fantastic’ and added: “It’s going to 
be incredible next year.”

TOM Daley is confident the 
London Olympics will be trouble 
free, despite his dismay at the 
recent riots that blighted the 
country, writes BEN RUMSBY. 

Daley, who became world 
champion aged just 15 two 
years ago in Rome, hopes the 
Games can inspire a generation 
to take up sport and keep out of 
trouble in future. 

Last week witnessed some of 
the worst rioting and looting in 
recent British history, with the 
capital hit hardest of all. 

There are genuine fears of a 
repeat, even as far into the 
future as next year’s Olympics. 

But Daley, who at 17 is from 
the same generation as many of 
the rioters, said: “I don’t have 
any concerns about security for 
2012. 

“The rioting was terrible. It was 
something that shouldn’t hap¬ 
pen. 

“If any young people could get 
into sport, get into education, 
get into music, anything like that 
that could get them off the 
streets and get them into some¬ 
thing, stop them from being 
bored, I think that’s going to 
help. 

“2012 is going to be a massive 
thing that’s going to inspire lots

of young people to get involved 
in sport. 

“Even if they don’t want to do 
it seriously, they can just do it 
for the social event.” 

Daley - whose synchro diving 
partner is Southampton-based 
ex-Olympic silver medallist Pete 
Waterfield - is the ideal role 
model for Britain’s youth and 
already boasts a huge fanbase. 

He is one of the most searched 
Olympians in the world on 
google and a wire sculpture of 
him was recently unveiled at 
Heathrow Airport. 

“To think about all the people 
googling you and things like 
that, it seems crazy, but I guess 
it kind of happens,” he said. 

“I don’t feel like a pin-up or 
poster boy. 

“I just feel like an athlete. 

“It’s weird sometimes when 
you’re on Twitter and you get 
people saying, ‘Marry me’. 

“I’ve had quite a few marriage 
proposals on Twitter, through 
the post. 

“They’re all jokey ones but it is 
quite funny.”

ALEX Danson has over 100 
international caps. 

She has competed in four 
European Nations cups, two World 
Cups, two Champions Trophies, 
three Champions Challenges, one 
Commonwealth Games and the 
2008 Beijing Olympic Games. 

But the Hampshrie girl is still 
anxiously sweating on her London 
2012 dream, writes SACHA 
CLAYTON. 

This month’s EuroHockey 
Nations Championships 
represents the last time that 
England will play in this 
four-year Olympic cycle 
and, most importantly, 
hands Danson another 
chance to impress. 

England head to 
Monchengladbach for the 
nine-day tournament in 
fine-form. 

But having been drawn in

ment,” said Danson. 

“I would never be able to pick our 
side but it’s fantastic for us. 

“We never know who is going to 
play or who is going to be picked 
but that’s actually a bit of a dream 
scenario because everyone wants 
to play and everyone wants the 
team to do well in London. 

“The harder the competition is 
the better the team is going to be. 

“I went to the beach volleyball 
and it was unbelievable and it was 


the first time I really thought that 
London 2012 is coming. 

“It was in Horse Guards Parade 
and I walked in and it hit me that 
this was why London got the 
Olympics. 


“Watching us there could be 
16,000 people and that is an amaz¬ 
ing thought. 

“The team that is selected for 
London 20121 believe will do really, 
really well and I want to be part of 
it.” 

To maximise results and cohesion 
ahead of the European 
Championships and also the 
Olympic Games, centralised train¬ 
ing camps at Bisham Abbey in 
Buckinghamshire have been intro¬ 
duced. The aim is to mimic an 


Olympic Games environment, 
where team-mates live and train 
together but also to ensure the girls 
really get to know each other ahead 
of a crucial 12 months. 

And Danson believes the intro¬ 


duction of the centralised training 
camps will be Great Britain’s secret 
weapon come London 2012. 

“You come together as 30 individ¬ 
uals and while you play the same 
sport you don’t really know one 
another that well,” added Danson. 

“But we have got to know each 
other so well and we know how to 
treat each other during the games, 
how each other play and how to get 
the best out of one another. 

“And it’s key at crucial moments 
in tournaments because we’ve all 
seen each other at our 
best - and worst - and 
nothing but time 

together can give you 
that. 

“We were in 

Amsterdam watching 
the men win last year 
and watching them on 
the top of the podium. 

“We really want to 
emulate them but we 
know we’ve got three 
really tough games to 
start with. 

“But at the back of our 
minds everyone knows 
that we have trained 
really hard and we’re 
the best prepared we 
could be.”

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Woody

SIR Clive Woodward insists the recent 
turmoil at the Rugby Football Union 
(RFU) has not put him off a possible 
return to the organisation - but he is 
adamant that he will only consider a 
move to the governing body after the 
2012 Olympics. 

The RFU was plunged into turmoil 
earlier this year when chief executive 
Sir John Steele resigned from his post 
due to his handling of the recruitment 
of a performance director. 

Woodward, the former Southampton 
FC director of football, looked set to 
take the performance director position 
in March. 

But his interview was delayed and 
Steele and the RFU board suddenly 
changed the job description to take out 
any involvement in the running of the 
England Test team. 

After reports that Woodward, below, 
was not interested in such a weakened 
position, the RFU changed the job 
description back to its original specifi¬ 
cation - an embarrassing U-turn that 
cost Steele his job. 



Despite this, 
Woodward, who 
is held in high 
regard at the 
RFU after he 
coached 
England to 
World Cup 
glory in 
2003, decid¬ 
ed he would 
no longer be 
considered for 
the job and 
insisted he would 
remain in his cur¬ 
rent role as director of elite perfor¬ 
mance at the British Olympic 
Association. 

Fie has not ruled out taking on some 
role at the RFU afterwards though, and 
if they wait until August 2012 to appoint 
a new performance director, he could 
apply. 

When asked whether the episode 
had put him off a return to FIQ after the 
Olympics, he said: “No it hasn’t put me 
off at all. They have gone through diffi¬ 
cult times but there are some really 
good people there who I know well. 

“I’ve always said that I would be here 


at the BOA until 2012. 


“There was never any doubt that any 
new job I’d start would come after 
2012. I’ve spent five years getting ready 
for this (the Olympics) and I want to see 
that through. I’ll re-evaluate where I am 
after that.” 

Woodward insists he would not be 
interested in taking the vacant chief 
executive's job. 

“My expertise is what I do now - 
coaching and performance,” he added. 

Woodward, who currently works with 
coaches of all Britain’s Olympic sports, 
admits he misses being part of rugby, 
but is happy to stay in his current role 
due to the attraction of being involved 
in a home Olympics. 

“I’m really enjoying the job. It’s one 
removed from coaching. There’s not 
quite the buzz of the changing room 
but I can always go back to that,” said 
Woodward.

Poole’s dark days 
a thing of the past 

PROUD Chris Reeves reflected on Poole 
Town’s Southern League return and 
admitted there had been dark days 
when he feared for the club. 

Dolphins’ 3-1 victory over Stourport 
Swifts on Saturday ended a 15-year wait 
for Southern League football - after the 
club’s 1996 relegation had led to a dra¬ 
matic fall down the non-league ladder. 

Having worked their way back up and 
won the Wessex Premier title three 
times, Poole were granted promotion to 
step four after bringing their Tatnam 
ground up to standard. 

It marked success on a painstaking 
journey for the club, with Reeves, pic¬ 
tured below, and chairman Clive 
Robbins two of the driving forces. 

Reeves, who has been associated 
with the club since 1977, said: “Having 
been in the higher echelons of semi- 
professional football for so many years, 
losing the stadium and going down into 
the Hampshire League 
was psychologically 
massive. 

“To get back is 
equally massive. It 
is just a huge satis¬ 
faction. To start off 
with a win and see 
so many people here 1 
was tremendous.” 

Reeves added: “I 
always hoped we would 
get back but we had some pretty dark 
days, going back to the days at Haskells 
Rec and when the Hampshire Premier 
League came into effect. 

“We won the Hampshire League 
Division One but instead of going into 
the Hampshire Premier, we had to stay 
in Division One because of ground¬ 
grading issues. Not only were we not 
promoted to the Wessex - there was 
only one division of the Wessex in those 
days - we were effectively relegated. 

“I remember saying to Pete Moore, 
the manager at the time, ‘how many 
more blows can this club take and what 
are we going to do?’ 

“Pete was brilliant and said ‘you know 
what you are going to do -we are going 
to carry on because one day we will get 
a break. If we don’t carry on, we won’t 
be able to take advantage of that 
break.’ 

“Historically, we know that break was 
coming to Tatnam, as basic as it was. 
More than £200,000 later, we have got a 
step four ground. 

“I don’t think anyone other than Clive 
and I will fully appreciate how special 
Saturday was. 

“I said to Clive before the game that I 
only wished his late father, Arthur, had 
been here because he would have taken 
huge pride.” 

Meanwhile, World Cup-winning legend 
Sir Geoff Hurst lavished praise on 
Reeves after he was named as runner- 
up in the Outstanding Contribution cate¬ 
gory at the FA Community Awards cere¬ 
mony, held before last Sunday’s 
Community Shield match at Wembley.

AHEAD of another season in the 
EVO-STIK Southern division one 
(South & West), Sholing will be 
hoping to push towards auto¬ 
matic promotion.

Wort’s partner at the spearhead of 
the Sholing attack is Kevin Gibbens, 
whose size and power enables him to 
hold off even the strongest defenders 
in the league. 

Gibbens’ touch and ability to bring 
down a high delivery makes him one 
of Sholing’s biggest assets. With 
superb close control, defenders often 
find it hard to take the ball from him. 

The central midfield slots are also 
filled with power and energy and 
new signing Iain Seabrook and 
Byron Mason have started the sea¬ 
son well, working and battling hard 
after getting the nod from manager 
Dave Diaper ahead of other players. 

Sholing’s recent tactics have called 
upon taking one striker out of the 
equation and adding an extra man in

It also means that Byron Mason 
and McCarthy push forward, forcing 
midfielders to track back with 
them and in doing so creating [ 
space for Seabrook. 

Having arrived from 
Newport IOW last month, 

Seabrook has shown he 
has the skill and abili¬ 
ty to use the ball sim¬ 
ply in the holding 
role, helping his 
team maintain 
possession in 

strong attacking 
positions while 
also offering the 
threat of a 

defence-splitting 
pass. 

Having an extra 
man in midfield 
could make all the 



difference for Sholing this season as 
most teams stick to the conventional 
4-4-2 system. 

Sholing’s main advantages in pre¬ 
vious seasons have been their fitness 
and steady stream of players from 
the youth team. The former has been 
a key factor as they often spent 89 
minutes goalless, wearing teams 
down until their legs were jelly and 
then grabbing a last-minute winner, 
which often came from releasing the 
raw pace of McLean down the right.

Hampshire’s legendary 
opening partnership helped 
the county hit their highest 
ever one-day score in a 
Gillette Cup tie at 
Northlands Road in 1975. 

They put on 210, with both 
Richards (129) and 
Greenidge (177) hitting cen¬ 
turies as Hampshire made a 
record 371-4 in 60 overs. 

Hampshire have never 
surpassed that total in limit¬ 
ed-overs cricket. 

But Sussex have 
only last Sunday they 
scored a record 40- 
over total of 399-4 
against 
Worcestershire at 
Horsham. 

There were cen¬ 
turies for opening 
pair Ed Joyce (120) 
and Joe Gatting (122) 
while Lou Vincent 
blazed 71 off 43 balls. 

Richards and 
Greenidge, mean¬ 
while, also put on 
165 when 

Hampshire made 
their highest 55-over score 
(311-4) in the Benson and 
Hedges Cup a year earlier, 
with Richards hitting 129 in 
that match against 
Gloucestershire at Bristol. 

Hampshire’s highest 
scores in 50-over and 45- 
over games were both made 
in 2005. 

Shane Watson’s outstand¬ 
ing 132 helped Hampshire 
chase down 359 to beat 
Surrey in an unforgettable 
C & G Trophy quarter-final 
at The Oval on the way to 
winning the competition. 


They believed thaey could 
reach that target knowing 
they had made 353-8 in a 45- 
over game against 
Middlesex at Lord’s two 
months earlier, when Simon 
Katich, Kevin Pietersen and 
Dimi Masacrenhas all 
scored fifties. 

Hampshire’s highest score 
in 40-over competition was 
also made away from the 
Rose Bowl, with Jimmy 
Adams and Michael 
Carberry both hitting cen¬ 
turies in a total of 341-6 
against Warwickshire at 
Edgbaston. 

The highest total in a one- 
day game anywhere in the 
world remains Surrey’s 496- 

4 against Gloucestershire 
at The Oval in a 50- 
overs Friends 

Provident Trophy tie 
in 2007. 

James Benning 
(152 off 134 balls) 
and Alistair Brown 
(176 off 97 balls) 
produced an open¬ 
ing stand of 294 
before Rikki Clarke 
blazed 82 off 26 deliv¬ 
eries with nine fours 
and six sixes. 

Five years earlier, 
in a C & G Trophy tie 
at The Oval, Surrey 
had set a new English coun¬ 
ty one-day record by ham¬ 
mering 438-5 against 
Glamorgan in another 50- 
over contest. 

Brown struck 268 off 160 
balls with 30 fours and 12 
sixes - the highest individ¬ 
ual innings in one day crick¬ 
et history, beating Graeme 
Pollock’s unbeaten 222 for 
Border against Eastern 
Province in 1974. 

Despite their huge score, 
though, Surrey only won by 
nine runs as Glamorgan 
replied with 429 all out!

MICHAEL Bates admitted that his batting has 
undergone “a massive improvement” after 
scoring his maiden first-class fifty in the dra¬ 
matic win against LV County Championship 
leaders Durham last week. 

The 20-year-old has been a regular for Hampshire in 
all formats in recent weeks in the absence of Nic 
Pothas, who has been recovering from appendicitis, 
writes SIMON WALTER. 

Having been given a regular chance at number 
seven, Bates has produced several gutsy perfor¬ 
mances in the Championship in the last month. 

His unbeaten 58 at Chester-le-Street last Saturday 
helped Hampshire gain a crucial win against Durham 
that keeps alive their slim hopes of first division sur¬ 
vival. 

It also came at a time when Hampshire were in talks 
with former England wicketkeeper James Foster over 
a possible move to the Rose Bowl. 

But Bates shrugged off that speculation in 
admirable fashion and has now scored 145 runs at 36.2 
in the Championship this season. 

He said: “I feel like my batting has improved a lot. 
I’m steadily getting there runs wise and I’ve had a few 
starts recently. 

“So It was nice to build on that further, get off the 
mark with my first fifty and be not out at the end as 
well. 

“Hopefully this is the start of something good. I def¬ 
initely feel like I’m turning a corner. 

“Having time at the crease and getting more experi¬ 
ence at this level has definitely helped. 

“I’ve also been working quite closely with senior 
members like Carbs (Michael Carberry) and Macca 
(Neil McKenzie), who have helped me a lot. I think 
we’re getting there.” 

Massive improvement 

Bates’ wicketkeeping has impressed seasoned 
observers since he first came into the side in last sea¬ 
son’s Friends Provident t20, and has continued to be 
of the highest quality. 

With some concern over whether he can develop 
into a batsman anywhere near Nic Pothas’s calibre, 
he has worked very hard on his weakest suit. 

“My keeping has taken a back seat with batting at 
the forefront of what I’m doing,” he revealed. 

“I’m very happy with my keeping, t20 stuff is going 
well and in the Championship it’s been steady so I’m 
happy. 

“The massive improvement is in my batting. I keep 
working on both skills but it’s my batting I’m really 
concentrating on at the moment.” 

Bates batted for nearly three hours for his unbeaten 
58 at Chester-le-Street, scoring nine fours and facing 
140 balls before Hampshire declared at 275-7, having 
agreed a target of 276 in 82 overs. 

He then took three catches as Durham were bowled 
out for 225 in 63.2. 

“Every game is very important hereonin, so we 
were very happy to get a win and get the ball rolling,” 
he continued. 

Hampshire’s latest match against Warwickshire at 
Edgbaston was due to finish this weekend with fellow 
strugglers Worcestershire at The Rose Bowl for a 
must-win encounter next week. 

Bates said: “Losing is a very hard habit to get out of 
but hopefully we’re in the habit of winning now we’ve 
figured out how to do it! 

“It’s boosted morale massively. 

“The changing room is a brilliant place to be any¬ 
way, helped by doing well in the t20, but to get the first 
Championship win is brilliant for the team. 

“There’s obviously a massive amount still to do but 
we can only take each game as it comes. 

“Who knows what will happen elsewhere.”

BRILLIANT BOLT: Usain Bolt had a lot 
to live up to in 2009 after winning three 
golds in the Beijing Olympics. The 
Jamaican stormed to victory in the 100m 
with a world record of 9.58 seconds, 
added another gold and world record of 
19.19secs in the 200m, and then added a 
4x100m relay gold for good measure. 

ECSTATIC ENNIS: Jessica Ennis saw 
her lap of honour halted three-quarters of 
the way around the track due to the start 
of the 100m final won by Bolt, but the 
Sheffield athlete had no complaints after 
leading from start to finish to win the hep¬ 
tathlon title just over a year after suffering 
a potentially career-threatening injury. 

EDWARDS SHINES IN SWEDEN: 

Jonathan Edwards began the 1995 
championships in Gothenburg with a 
bang, setting a new world record of 
18.16m with his first jump. But rather than 
ease up, he surpassed that feat with his 
very next effort, leaping 18.29m, a record 
which still stands today. 


REDEMPTION FOR JACKSON: Colin

JOHNSON’S PERFECT LAP: As reign¬ 
ing Olympic and world champion, 

Michael Johnson went into the 400m final 
in Seville in 1999 a red-hot favourite. The 
American set a new world record of 
43.18s with a breathtaking lap. 

RELAY GLORY: The United States 
were favourites as usual for the 4x400m, 
with Britain’s quartet including 200m spe¬ 
cialist John Regis and 400m hurdler Kriss 
Akabusi. But after great work by Roger 
Black, Derek Redmond and Regis, 
Akabusi overhauled individual 400m 
champion Antonio Pettigrew on the final 
leg to snatch victory on the line. 

LILLAK SPARKS HOME CELEBRA¬ 
TION: The first World Championships 
were held in Helsinki in 1983, where a 
dramatic finish to the javelin brought the 
hosts their only gold. Trailing Brit Fatima 
Whitbread going into the final round, Tiina 
Lillak threw 70.82m to snatch victory. 
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THREE English players are now 
in the top 10 of the ICC’s official 
Test batting rankings. 

Alastair Cook’s 294 at 
Edgbaston catapulted him up to 
third place, with Warwickshire 
pair Jonathan Trott and Ian Bell 
also in the top 10. 

Ex-Hampshire batsman Kevin 
Pietersen is 13th, but skipper 
Andrew Strauss is down at num¬ 
ber 34 - only 10 places above 
seam bowler Stuart Broad.

WATCHING England’s recent Test 
win against India at Edgbaston on 
television was truly a surreal 
moment for everyone who loves 
the noble art of cricket. 

The series billed as a mouthwatering 
clash of two well-match sides - one aim¬ 
ing to become the No 1 ranked Test side 
in the world at the other one’s expense 
- had descended into near farce. 

Such was England’s total superiority 
that on the third day, as Alistair Cook 
moved towards a triple century he was 
to fall six short of, you almost had to 
feel sorry for the tourists. 

Almost, but not quite. 

For those of us who grew up watching 
some of the horrors of England’s 
attempts to win Test matches in the 
1980s - and the regular 
thrashings dished out by 
Shane Warne and his cocky 
mates which followed - this 
was great payback time. 

Here’s a phenomenal sta¬ 
tistic for you. 

In the whole of the 1980s 
England were scheduled to 
play 105 Test matches and 
won a grand total of 20 of 
them. 

Ok, they were supposed to 
play 105 but only ended up 
playing 104 as the Guyana 
Test on the tour of the West 
Indies in early 1981 was can¬ 
celled. 

That came about when the 
Guyanese government 
revoked England bowler 
Robin Jackman’s visa due 
to his links with then 
apartheid-riddled South 
Africa. 

Anyway, 20 wins from 104 
was pretty bad. 

Since the start of 2009, 

England have played just 
35 Tests but won 19 of them. 

Were they to complete a truly star¬ 
tling 4-0 whitewash of India in the final 
Test at The Oval this week, then they 
would equal the entire 1980s victory 
haul in just 32 months. 

England had some great players in the 
1980s - Botham, Gower, Lamb - but a 
miserable time in Test cricket. 

From the end of December 1986, when 
Mike Gatting’s men retained the Ashes 
in Australia, to December 1989 they 
won just ONE Test match. 

One Test win in three years! 

And that against Sri Lanka, the 
newest and weakest Test-playing 
nation of the decade.

A revolving door policy of selecting 
and dropping players unsurprisingly 
produced some grim results, catapult¬ 
ing England into the category marked 
‘joke’. 

Granted, the West Indies - against 
whom we played 23 Tests in the 1980s 
and failed to win any of them, losing 17 
(seventeen!) - were one of the most 
feared sides in history. 

But you always got the impression, 
even with the benefit of hindsight, that 
a seemingly steadfast refusal to pro¬ 
mote continuity and team spirit was not

of the 1980s was miserable for English cricket... 


helping matters. 

England’s rise to No 1 in the World 
Test rankings started with the ECB 
introducing central contracts back a 
decade ago. 

Controversial at the time, the main 
aim was to ensure England’s leading 
players did not suffer burn-out from 
playing too many games for the coun¬ 
ties. 

In time, the central contracts have 
virtually come to mean that some play¬ 
ers will hardly play any county cricket. 

For example, Kevin Pietersen only 
appeared in one Hampshire 
Championship game from the time he 


made his England Test debut in July 
2005 to the end of the 2010 domestic 
season. 

Still, with England now the 
undisputed kings of Test match 
cricket - a sentence I never thought 
I’d write, and I must say writing it 
feels pretty good! - it is almost impos¬ 
sible to criticise the central contracts 
system. 

All cricket fans should want a strong 
England team, and now we have one. 

Our top players have sufficent rest 
time, even though the calendar is 
busier now than ever with three differ¬ 
ent formats jostling for attention, and 
then you’ve got the Indian Premier 
League on top of that. 

Our top players have sufficent prac¬ 
tice time, compared to the 1980s - and 
before that - when the team 
racked up at any given 
ground a day or two prior to 
the Test after playing for 
their counties. 

Demolition 

Though Twenty20 has con¬ 
tinued to grow and grow 
since its introduction in 2003, 
it is still reassuring to know 
that Test cricket remains the 
undoubted star of the inter¬ 
national cricketing scene. 

In fact, some of the greatest 
Test matches I can remem¬ 
ber have come in the last few 
years - the thrilling 2005 
Ashes series (the only rival 
to Botham’s 1981 Ashes hero¬ 
ics), the 2009 Ashes series, 
last winter’s incredible 
demolition of the Aussies on 
their home turf and now this 
year’s India successes. 

No kid grows up remem¬ 
bering the great one day 
games. I didn’t - I remember 
Botham’s Ashes, the flashing 
blades of Greenidge and Richards and 
their fearsome fast bowling mates like 
Malcolm Marshall and Joel Garner, 
and Devon Malcolm taking nine South 
African wickets. 

When it gets it right, Test cricket is 
now as exciting as it has ever been - 
pure sporting theatre and almost 
impossible to take your eye off it. 

And for English fans, it’s 
arguably more exciting than 
ever. 

For we are at the summit, 
where we have never been in my 
lifetime before, looking down 
everyone else.

It will not be all glamour for 
England as they try to protect 
their new-found world num¬ 
ber one Test status. 

Cricketers lapse often into the 
cliche of ‘hard yards’, and there 
will be none much tougher than 
England’ two Test stop-offs early 
next year - against Pakistan in the 
Middle East and then away to Sri 
Lanka, writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

Coach Andy Flower has already 
publicly noted that England lost 
the series when they most recent¬ 
ly took on each of those two oppo¬ 
nents away from home. 

He will doubtless use that point 
as a motivational tool, to try to 
continue to get the best out of one 
of the most talented groups of 
players ever to have represented 
this country. 

England do not dip their toes 
back into Test cricket, once the 
final instalment of their four- 
match npower series at home to 
India is out of the way, until they 
travel to the United Arab Emirates 
to face Pakistan in the new year. 

By then, in fact, they may 
already have been toppled from 
their perch at the top of the 
International Cricket Council 
rankings - through no fault of 
their own - if South Africa end the 
year in style. 

Either way, England will be well 
briefed on their assignments 

, this winter and beyond. 

One man who already seems 
to be ahead of the game, 
though, is Graeme Swann. 
England’s off-spinner has 
struggled for wickets in con¬ 
ditions which have instead 
favoured seam and swing 
this summer - but he 
knows he, perhaps more 
than anyone, may hold 
the key in Abu Dhabi, 
Dubai, Colombo et al.

does not take either that accolade

“I’m thinking about the Dubai 
games and then Sri Lanka, and 
how can I help us win in the Sub- 
Continent and Middle East?
